Wil­ 
son. indeed, was elected on an anti-war 
platform a year before he finally found a 
w a v to get us into a w a r which he favored. 
Roosevelt actually had the country p artic­ 
ipating in war, by indubitable warlike acts, 
m onths before the congressional declara­ 
tion of war. 


The Atlantic pact is designed t o b v p a s i 
the constitutional power of Congress to d e ­ 
clare war. A treaty is the law of the land, I 
unless it violates the Constitution.

OF late years wa have eom* to 
see that more and more of the prob­ 
lems of early childhood a rt psycho­ 
logical ones. And usually—I might 
almost say in every case— the faulty 
psychology begins w ift the parents 
rather than th# child. 
The youngster who refuses to 
eat; the child who stutters; the baby 
who develops temper tantrum s are 
all rirtim s of parental mishandling 
The same thing is true in 95 per 
cent of th# cases of bed-wetting, 
according to Dr. Norman W. C lem 
of Seattle, Washington. Th# habit 
persist* largely because of the par­ 
ents' attitude toward th e child and, 
if it is to be broken, parents, ex well 
as th# child, must he re-educated. 
Many doctors believe that parent* 
should not discus* the habit of bed­ 
wetting in the 
child's presence, 
should not awaken him st night, nor 
change the wet nightclothes or bed 
linen. 
Thorough Investigation 
In all c ases of bed-wetting, a thor- 
eugh in v e s tig a tio n should be m ade 
to d e te rm in e w h e th e r some condi­ 
tion of the kidney or bladder is re­ 
sponsible. If such a condition is 
found, it usually can be eliminated 
by proper treatment. 
Like his parents, th* child who 
wets the bed, is usually high strung, 
nervous and easily upset. He often 
suffers from poor a p p e tite , 
d is­ 
turbed sleep, and poor toilet h ab its, 
He may have temper ta n tr u m s . 
• 
A calm, happy, fanrly life may 
aid in eliminating these tendencies, 
The bed-wetting 
should 
not 
be 
brought to the child’s attention by 
either praise or blame. T h e child, 
as you well know, likes to be the 
center of attraction and enjoy* any 


os* tise parent* worry about th# 
child, he does not care whether he 
is kissed or spanked. 
Now and then th* habit may con­ 
tinue because of a subconscious 
ser-e of revenge. For example, the 
ch Id may think, “My parents ar* 
bigger than I am and make me do 
what they want, but they can’t make 
me stop wetting the bed if I don t 
want to!” 


During Sleep 
Parents should realise that con­ 
trol of the bladder during sleep de­ 
velops later than control when th* 
child is awake. Hence, they may 
punish or humiliate the child Se­ 
rai! e they think 
he should he 
trained before he is old enough to 
be trained. 
Limiting the fluids is usually of 
benefit. A small glass of milk may 
he drunk with each meal, but none 
between meals. When the child asks 
for water, it may be given but in 
only half the usual amount. 
Following this program may re­ 
sult in a cur* of bed-wetting in 
many cases, but, as I said earlier, 
no physical measure* ar* likely to 
be successful unless mothers and 
fathers ran, at the sam* time, be 
taught to accept the child's fault* 
with calmness and tolerance.
